The recent statement by Col­ 
onel W alter McCord 
that the 
Japs might be expected to bomb 
our Pacific coast because our prin­ 
cipal oil fields and the world’s 
largest airplane factories are lo­ 
cated! on this coast, sounds logical. 
The Japs 
certainly must know 
they haven't a chance to win un­ 
less they can halt, before it gets 
started, the eventual endless flow 
of American 
bombers that will 
blast the Jap war industries into 
perdition. 
The Colonel said it is reason­ 
able to believe the Japs would 
attem pt to fly in through Lower 
California. Meaning, of course, 
they would try the same strategy 
that worked so successfully for 
them at Singapore, 
where they 
came in through the back door, 
• His statem ent again emphasized 
the importance of the air-raid ob­ 
servers in Indio, Palm Springs, 
Cathedral 
City, 
Banning 
and 
Beaumont — those unsung work­ 
ers enrolled in their co u n ty ’s de­ 
fense. 
It is possible that some lo- 
cail air-raid observer may be in­ 
strumental in saving thousands of 
lives and millions of dollars in the 
military bases and war industries 
of Southern 
California, 
should 
Jap bombers attempt to approach 
those objectives through the back 
door—the San Gorgonio Pass. 
The Germans didn't try to crash 
the Maginot line to invade France, 
nor did the Japs face the guns of 
Singapore’s fort; or Corregidor 
when they captured Manila. 
It 
is therefore logical to believe they 
would hesitate to face the guns 
of Fort M acArthur or Fort Rosen- 
crans in Southern California. 
It was an air-raid observer who 
heard the Japs approaching Pearl 
Harbor, and had his warning been 
heeded 
many 
American 
lives, 
ships and planes might have been 
saved and the enemy stopped in 
his long series of victories. The 
nation 
learned 
a costly lesson 
there and now has a great deal of 
respect for the air-raid observer. 
These Palm Springs air raid 
o b s e r v e r s 
are 
a 
patriotic 
group. There is no glory, no ex­ 
citement in their work. Through­ 
out the long w inter months, they 
stood in the cold or rain during 
the long 
nights, 
scanning the 
gkies. 
They are just 
ordinary 
citizená—'w ithout uniforms — re­ 
ceiving no pay, and few thank- 
you’s—but t!*.?y have the satisfac­ 
tion in their hearts of doing their 
bit to protect their country. 
While others are doing more re­ 
munerative work or sleeping in 
comfortable beds, the air-raid ob­ 
servers are performing a very te­ 
dious but im portant task. Orchids 
to every one of them.

The current issue of the United 
States News has some figures I 
do not dispute, for during the past 
eight or nine years I have been 
reading this publication and have 
always found its news to be cor­ 
rect. 
It reports that by the end 
of 1943 there will be 10,000,000 
men in the m ilitary services of 
this country and 25,000,000 work­ 
ers employed in the war indus­ 
tries.—a total of 35,000,000. (Now 
there are 2.000,000 in the armed 
forces and 5,000,000 in war indus­ 
tries.) 
The magazine goes on to say 
that non-war activities, now em­ 
ploying 
more 
than 
44,000,000 
workers will be squeezed down 
to 32,000,000 by the end of 1943. 
That means sixty-seven million 
people—more than half our total 
population — will be employed 
either in war or non-war,work. 
It also m e a n s n e a r l y o n e - 
third our population will either 
be in the m ilitary service or in 
war industries. 
The military and war work will 
evidently take most of the able­ 
bodied men and women of the 
country, leaving only the old peo­ 
ple, the mothers and children to 
carry on civilian activities, for 
these three groups probably con­ 
stitute the two-thirds who can­ 
not engage in w ar work. 
Also, this two-thirds, which in 
time of peace has been supported 
by the one-third, will have to 
support themselves and the one- 
third 
working for Uncle Sam. 
They will have to produce the 
food and clothing and all the 
other non-war commodities need­ 
ed by 133,000,000 Americans, and 
a considerable surplus for our al­ 
lies. 
• • • — 
No longer can newspapers and 
magazines afford to give away 
their products, and free or low 
price subscriptions are 
rapidly 
disappearing. 
Saturday Evening 
Post, Colliers and Liberty have 
increased their prices 100 percent, 
jumping from 5 cents per copy 
to 10 cents. 
e e e — 
Many workers who have been 
criticized for their exorbitant de­ 
mands during this time of em er­ 
gency have submitted proposals 
to their employers, to which ro 
one should object. A plan to 
waive time and one-half and dou­ 


ble pay for weekend and holi­ 
day work, provided money thus 
saved would be paid by the com­ 
pany to the government, w a s 
presented by representatives of 
70,000 employees in 30 plants of 
the 
Westinghouse 
Electric 
& 
Manufacturing 
Co. 
The 
same 
plan was ratified last week by 
the United States conference of 
General Electric locals, 
repre­ 
senting 100,000 workers in 
28 
plants. 
The American people do not 
ask that organized labor forego 
high wages so that their employ­ 
ers may grow richer—they de­ 
mand that neither capital nor la­ 
bor have the right to take advan­ 
tage of the w ar emergency to en­ 
rich themselves at the expense of 
the men in the military services 
and the taxpayers. 


• • • — 


The Senate’s vote to increase 
the pay of buck private and ap­ 
prentice seamen from $21 to $42 
a month, and others in the army 
and navy and marine corps un­ 
der the rank of first- lieutenant 
and ensign in the same proportion 
meets with the approval of the 
American people. If those engag­ 
ed in the comparatively safe pur­ 
suit of manufacturing supplies for 
the fighters can have exorbitant 
wages and profits, surely the men 
who do the fighting are entitled 
to more remuneration than they 
have been receiving. 
All of these pay increases and 
larger 
profits 
will 
inevitably 
bring about inflation which will 
eventually equalize things as be­ 
tween war 
workers and 
war 
fighters, but it won’t help the 
poor fellow who is paying the bill 
and who can’t increase his in­ 
come. Personally, I hope Con­ 
gress increases the pay of the 
military men some more.

The men of the country didn’t 
object when the government took 
the rubber out of girdles, but now 
that the government proposes to 
take the zippers out of every­ 
thing, including girdles, the men 
will have reason 
to 
complain. 
Why? Because poor hubby will 
have another job to do. It is about 
as easy for a woman to put on a 
rubberless, zipperless girdle un­ 
aided as it is for a horse to cinch 
a saddle on himself. This newest 
WPB 
ruling 
means 
that 
the 
women will have to go back to 
the old style corset that is laced 
up the back, and it will fall to 
the lot of the men to do the lac­ 
ing. Only a few of us old-timers 
know how to do this. The young­ 
er generation will have to learn 
this lost art, and it is the object 
2_f this column today to give a 
few simple instructions. 
The best way to start is to 
practice on a full sack of pota­ 
toes. It is important that the sack 
be full. For this purpose you can 
make a corset out of a piece of 
canvas. Sew in some brass eye­ 
lets, and take the long laces from 
a half dozen pair of high boots. 
When you have learned how to 
lace up a corset on a sack of po­ 
tatoes so that It has 
beautiful 
curves on three sides 
and 
is 
straight up the back, 
you 
are 
ready to lace up a corset on the 
missus’ anatomy. 
Put the corset on a hard floor 
and place the 
subject 
over it, 
face down. The corset must be 
small enough so that . it 
lacks 
about five inches from coming 
together in the back. However, 
you first lace it loosely all the 
way up the back, leaving the 
live-inch gap until you are ready 


to cinch it up. 
The object, of 
course, is to bring ooth ends to­ 
gether 
tightly w th out getting 
your block knocked off. 
Don ! 
try to cinch any one place all at 
one time, for if you do the back 
muscles will pop out in spots and 
to get them back under the cor­ 
set is quite a problem. You must 
draw up the strings gradually, 
from bottom to top and from top 
to bottom, repeating the process 
until the two ends of the corset 
come together ana the 
strings 
will draw no tighter. To complete 
the job you will have to place 
your knee in the middle of the 
subject's back and pull the strings 
with both hands. 
There is always danger that the 
string may snap with the final 
tugs; then you’ll have to unlace 
the whole darn thing, 
procure 
seme new laces and do the whole 
thing over. However, when you 
have completed the job, you'll 
look at it as a work of art with a 
great deal of pride, as you wipe 
the perspiration from your brow. 
Men who arrive late to work 
will always have a good and ac­ 
ceptable excuse; "The wife’s cor­ 
set string broke.” 
W hat’s going to make the job 
tougher is that the new lace-back 
corsets will not have corset stays, 
because the government 
needs 
the steel to build battleships. It's 
difficult to get the proper curves 
without corset stays. Nearly ev­ 
ery household has one or two of 
these old stays which milady uses 
to pat the wrinkles out of her 
face. This shortage of corset stays, 
however, will have its compen­ 
sations for little Johnnie, because 
in the old days they were the 
principal implements for spank­ 
ing. That's why Johnnie didn't 
have wrinkles. 
Although the ban on 
rubber 
and zippers and return of the old- 
fashioned lace-back corset 
will 
add to the burdens of the man of 
the house, another ruling t h a t 
came along with it should please 
him. WPB has said there shall be 
no more lawn mowers.

SNAKE BITE AND ITS 
TREATMENT 


Contrary to a very w ide-spread 
belief, snakes do not enjoy biting 
people: in fact, they will go to 
any lengths to avoid any hum an 
contacts w hatever, and resort to 
biting only in the case of w hat 
they consider dire necessity. 
There is not much chance of 
your ever being bitten by 
a 
poisonous snake. The five or six 
kinds of rattlesnakes are the only 
dangerous leptiles in California, 
and there are not very many of 
ihose. If yo- are careful, there >s 
little excuse for being bitten. 


Know W hat To Do 


Accidents may happen, how ­ 
ever, or someone less w ell-in­ 
formed in the way of the serpent 
than you may be sm itten, and it 
is a good idea to know what to 
do. T here is almost as little e x ­ 
cuse for dying from a snake-bite 
as there is for being bitten in the 
first place. 
The first consideration is th a t 
of the state of your mind, assum ­ 
ing that you are the victim of a 
snake's w rath. 
If you become 
wildly excited, and "dash 
off 
madly in all directions.” 
your 
heart-beat speeds up and sends 
the venom coursing through your 
system 
with 
great 
efficiency. 
Furtherm ore, the sense of panic 
glows apace when once you give 
in to its beginnings, and panic 
lenders you unfit to give yourself 
a safe course of treatm ent. 
So. 
rem ain as calm and collected as 
possible. It might help to reflect 
that few er than one out of five 
cases of snake-bite are fatal, even 
if nothing is done for it!

applied betw een the wound and 
the«hcart. This is not a true tour­ 
niquet, but a ligature; the form er 
is applied only at pressure-points 
and is used to stop severe bleed­ 
ing, while the latter may be ap ­ 
plied at any point, and stops only 
the flow of the venous blood and 
the lymph in the vessels near the 
surface of the skin. A wide liga­ 
ture. made of a shirt-sleeve, or 
oetter yet. a two-inch broad piecr 
of innertube rubber, is b e t t e r 
than a narrow, cutting one. such 
as a shoestring or piece of cord. 
As the swelling appears, the liga­ 
ture should be kept loose enough 
to allow the slipping of a finger 
between it and the 
flesh. 
It 
should be com pletely 
removed 
for a few' seconds every ten m in­ 
utes. 
Cut Over Fang Mark 


Then make a cross-cut over each 
fang mark. These cuts should be 
m ade in the form of a long, n a r­ 
row "X,” crossing upon the fang 
puncture, in the long direction of 
(he bitten limb. This is to lessen 
the pain of cutting and possibility 
of scarring, as the muscle fibres 
run longitudinally and it is easier 
to cut parallel to them. The direc­ 
tion also reduces the chance of 
severing a large blood vessel. The 
instrum ent used — preferably a 
scalpel or long-pointed knife, as a 
razor-blade requires too long a 
cut—must be thoroughly steriliz­ 
ed before using, as m ust the skin 
around the site of the bite. 
If 
the knife is sterilized in the fire, 
do not wipe off the harm less soot. 
Sterilization in a strong antisep­ 
tic solution, such as iodine, mer- 
thiolate, or m etaphin, is better. 


Suction applied to these cuts is 
about as im portant as any other 
phase of the treatm ent. It should 
he applied for at least 
fifteen 
hours after the bite, and the phy­ 
sician may w ish to continue it 
even longer. A standard rubber 
suction bulb, w hich is an im por­ 
tan t part of most snake-bite kits, 
is by far the best means. If this 
is not available, the mouth m ay 
be used w ith a high degree of 
safety—you m ay swallow all the 
poison you w ant, but it has no 
effect w hatever unless it is taken 
into the blood-stream . Cuts or

sores in the m outh add a little 
danger, but as the suction is ap­ 
plied to the inside of the mouth 
as m uch as to the bite itself, the 
danger is slight. In any event, it 
is m uch better than trying to 
do w ithout any suction at all. 


Give Medical Aid 


Medical aid should be brought 
to the patient as quickly as pos­ 
sible. However, if it takes much 
less tim e, it may be advisable to 
transport the patient to the doc­ 
tor. B ear in mind, how ever, that 
the good of saving tim e by ru n ­ 
ning o r other exertion is much 
more than offset by the harm of 
speeding up the circulation. The 
doctor will continue the suction, 
perhaps with one of those m e­ 
chanical pumps used 
to 
keep 
clear th e throat of the tonsilec- 
tom y patient; he w ill test the 
victim for an allergic reaction to 
horse serums, and, if the test 
comes out right, w ill inject four 
or five ampoules of anti-venine. 
There is danger of dam age to the 
nervous system u ntil 36 
hours 
after the bite, and he will watch 
and prepart for that. And all the 
time, the victim w ill be 
kept 
warm and the standard treat­ 
m ent for shock carried out. 
Blood Is Typed 
If the doctor is not reached 
very quickly, the following step 
js essential, and if he is reached, 
he will do it for you. This is to 
m ake a bracelet of V\ by V* cuts, 
one-eighth of an inch deep, com­ 
pletely around the stricken limb 
at the top of the sw elling. A fter 
the sew lling has progressed up 
the lim b for some distance, the 
operation will be repeated. Suc­ 
tion is applied at these cuts. 
The physician w ill also type the 
patient’s blood im m ediately, so 
as to be able to proceed rapidly 
with a transfusion should it be 
necessary. Glucose injections may 
be of great value. 
Several of the harm less snakes 
will bite if they are handled, but 
the bites are nothing; a little io­ 
dine o r other antiseptic put on 
the shallow scratches, and they 
may be completely forgotten.

The California Salvage for Victory Program is established for 
the purpose of developing a broad and continuous program designed 
to salvage essential materials. 


America has a rich source of^ 
waste materials which must be 
used immediately to help 
meet 
the production needs of the war 
program. 
Approximately twenty to thirty 
percent of our 
raw 
materials 
comes from the salvage of waste 
materials. Increased 
production 
must have increased salvage. 
Millions of tons of waste mate^ 
rials now lie idle and useless in 
attics, cellars, backyards, stores, 
dumps and on farms. 
More of this material must be 
salvaged now than ever before 
to insure adequate production for 
victory. 
This program affords an oppor­ 
tunity for every citizen in every 
community to help directly in 
securing the materials needed to 
manufacture war weapons, that 
will ultimately lead this country 
to final victory. America must 
win the war. 
’Articles Needed 
The following is a partial list 
of items: 
Scrap metals—Iron, steel, cop­ 
per, lead, discarded tools, metal 
beds, stoves, trailings, tire chains, 
pots and pans, picture frames, 
hangers, tooth paste 
containers, 
pipe and hardware, batteries and 
anything else made of metal. 
This scrap metal must be sal­ 
vaged because it makes the steel, 
brass, copper, lead and o t h e r 
metals for the guns, planes, tanks 
and ships we must have for vic­ 
tory. 
Save Your Paper 
Waste paper—Wrapping paper, 
cardboard cartons and boxes, pa­ 
per bags, newspapers and maga­ 
zines. Flatten these out, tie up in 
bundles of fifty pounds and place 
beside your container. Waste pa­ 
per makes new paperboard 
to 
ship munitions, clothing and food 
for America’s fighting men 
at 
home and overseas. 
Old rubber—Discarded 
a u t o 
tires and tubes, rubbers 
over­ 
shoes. Old rubber makes new rub­ 
ber for our motorized forces, for 
planes, tanks, and battleships and 
for essential civilian needs. 
These Needed Too 
Old rags — Cast off clothing, 
burlap bags, draperies, mattress­ 
es, pillows, discarded carpets. Old 
rags make wiping rags for war 
industries and reworked textiles. 
Bottles—From 
Palm Springs' 
dump go out five tons of old bot­ 
tles every two weeks, during the 
height ol the season. 
Do not 
smash these, nor mix them with 
your garbage. Put them in a gun­ 
ny sack. Keep everything out of 
the rain until you have a sizable 
amount collected.

Japan is exceedingly vulner­ 
able, Young also asserted. 
“Every tim e they lose a ship, 
we are increasing the num ber of 
ours. Every tim e they lose an a ir­ 
plane we build about tw enty new 
ones.” 
He 
believes 
Tokio 
will 
be 
bombed one of these days and 
when it is, there will be a v erita­ 
ble holocaust. A'll industries and 
military production in Japan are 
concentrated in Tokio, 
Nagoya 
and Osaka, a trio of cities which 
may be likened to San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and San Diego in re ­ 
gard to location and im portance. 
And the three Japanese cities, 
because of their intense concen­ 
trations 
of 
population, 
flimsy 
building construction and other 
factors would be virtual bonfires 
should incendiary bombs be d rop­ 
ped on them. 


Not Too Well Supplied 
Insofar as Japan’s w ar prepara­ 
tions are concerned. Young said 
the country has, of course, devot­ 
ed years and careful planning to 
them. However, he said, Japan is 
supposed to have about enough 
oil to supply its uses for a year 
and a half to two years; 
tin. 
maganese, iron ore, cotton, wool 
and rubber to last ten months. 
He said he did not believe the 
seizures in Burm a and other Far 
East points will m aterially 
in ­ 
crease the Japanese supplies of 
these necessities. U nited Nations 
subm arines w ill prevent any siza­ 
ble shipm ents up the coast 
to 
Jdpan, he believes. 


Shipping Troubles 


Japan, Young asserts, is very- 
short of coal and its big trouble 
will be in the m atter of supply 
and transportation. W hile it m ay 
have millions of trained troops, 
the greater share of these are 
needed just w here they now are, 
in M anchuria, Korea, Japan it­ 
self. 
Young believes the 
Japanese 
have stretched their lines too thin 
and that th e United States will 
gradually m op up and win back 
the areas the Japs have seized. 
He pointed to the highly success­ 
ful U. S. N avy 
operations 
at 
Wake, M arshall and G ilbert Is­ 
lands and declared these the big­ 
gest victories of the w ar thus far. 
Asked if he believed thp Japs 
might attem pt to actually attack 
the United States, Young said, 
“They certainly might, they are 
fanatical enough.” 
However, he does not believe 
such efforts would meet with any 
degree of success. In fact he is of 
the opinion th at any subm arines 
which may have attem pted 
to 
reach our m ainland never did get 
back to Japan. 


Pacific Efforts Good 


Young has a pretty high opin­ 
ion of Pacific naval operations 
but not quite so favorable a one 
of those in the Atlantic. He b e­ 
lieves that the successful opera­ 
tions of enemy subm arines in the 
Atlantic, as w ell as the failure to 
get help to the valiant arm y in 
Bataan, are going to bring down 
a storm on Congress. 
A handsome, affable y o u n g 
chap, Young returned to America 
a year and a half ago from Japan, 
where 
he 
had 
spent 
thirteen 
years. In Japan he was corres­ 
pondent for International 
News 
Service. He also was m anager of 
the new spaper properties of B. 
W. Fleisher, these including the 
largest and most im portant daily 
newspaper in Tokio. 
Mr. and Mrs. Young and their 
young son, Pat, are staying three 
or four days at the D esert Inn. 
Long Lecture Tour 


Young is just completing a ten- 
week lecture tour w hich t o o k 
him to fifty-five cities throughout 
the country. He and his fam ily 
arrived here W ednesday 
night 
from Silver City, New Mexico, 
whence they come by plane and 
train from Sun Valley, Idaho. 
When they leave Palm Springs 
they will go to Stockton, 
San 
Francisco, Seattle, Texas, G eor 
gia and New York. 
All in all, Young has delivered 
about 260 lectures this past win 
ter. He has w ritten two books, 
“Behind the Rising Sun,” w hich 
is now in its third printing, and 
“O ur Enem y,” a sm aller publica­ 
tion which is off the presses this 
week. Besides these little chores. 
Jim m y pounds off two new spaper 
columns of about eight hundred 
words each, every week, and a 
lengthy magazine article a m onth 
On April 20 he will be featured 
on the KNX Columbia broadcast 
show “I Was There,” at 9 p. m 
These are dramas of most inter­ 
esting experiences.
